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OUR FIRE-FIGHTING FACILITIES 

Just twenty-five years ago, according to the back files of 
the South San Francisco Enterprise, a petition was presented 
to the board of supervisors to have a fire district formed in 
this city. Later on a collection was taken up and a volunteer 
fire company was organized. In those days we had not the 
millions invested in factories and buildings recorded today. 
As this city has grown, however, we must all admit that the 
fire-fighting facilities have not kept pace. Today, even the 
efficient fire chief is forced to admit that sheer luck alone is 
keeping down our fire losses. Even at that, we have had big 
losses here that could have been prevented had we had an 
up-to-date pumper. There are many matters connected with 
our present fire-fighting equipment deserving of serious con¬ 
sideration by not only our civic officials, but by the merchants, 
manufacturers, business men and citizens. It is not, to our 
mind, such an urgent matter to provide better fire headquar¬ 
ters at this time. BUT AN UP-TO-DATE PUMPER AND 
BETTER FIRE-FIGHTING EQUIPMENT IS URGENTLY 
NEEDED, As to the various items, we think we can leave 
that to our fire chief and the men of the department. But 
might we suggest that the fire underwriters be requested to 
make a general survey of the city and bring forth their recom¬ 
mendations? These men make a study of conditions, and 
carrying out recommendations made by them will have a direct 
bearing on the insurance rate. Let us ascertain from official 
sources just what this city requires to place it up to the proper 
standard in fire-fighting facilities, and then let us get behind 
our civic officials in the matter and see that we secure it. 
It is not the function o| a newspaper to tell the citizens what 
is required, except only as the medium of publicity from the 
proper experts on such matters. We know, of course, that we 
need better fire protection, but as to the details, we prefer to 
leave that to the men who make a .study of such things. 


UNITED EFFORTS SPELL SUCCESS 

Elsewhere in this issue we publish an article in connection 
with the new organization, “San Franciscans ConSOLIDated.” 
The organization of that body leads us to write this editorial. 
We are living in an age of united efforts, or in other words, 
consolidation. We in South San Francisco are interested in 
factories, as we are not an agricultural district. Many fac¬ 
tories are moving out of the east to get nearer their raw mate¬ 
rial, while others are going into the east to be closer to cer¬ 
tain markets. 

Consolidations, too, are affecting the industrial lives of 
many communities. Experience has shown that the little fel¬ 
low cannot exist and profit in the face of the efficiency of a 
vast organization. So we are having railroad mergers, auto¬ 
mobile plant mergers and utility consolidations. Large news¬ 
papers are buying up their unprofitable competitors, and stead¬ 
ily and surely business is being transacted on a larger scale 
than ever before. 

This tendency makes it increasingly difficult for the aver¬ 
age city to attract new industries. And moreover new manu¬ 
facturing plants cannot be induced to locate here, as they were 
attracted to cities like ours in earlier years. 

The bonus, the free site, and even the large local stock 
subscriptions are not half so important to the manager of an 
industry as favorable freight rates, availability of raw mate¬ 
rial and markets, labor supply and other factors that deter¬ 
mine the success or failure of the new venture, including suit¬ 
able home sites and proper environments for the families of 
the employees. 

It is, therefore, time for men who want to build up their 
cities to forget mere idle booster talk and get down to brass 
tacks and boost in an intelligent and effective manner. The 
Manufacturers’ Association is doing its share, the Chamber of 
Commerce is likewise an excellent factor in this respect, but 
more co-operation is needed from the merchant and business 
man and the citizens in general. If you want South San Fran¬ 
cisco to stand forth as a better community than the average, 
you must do your part to create more community spirit. For 
individual effort and community enthusiasm are the motors 
which keep the man or his city constantly climbing to higher 
and better things.

G. Carl Weller, head of the conimer- | 
clal department of the local high school,! 
was born in Iowa. Most of his aca- I 
demic training, however, was received 
in Spokane, Wash. Circumstances' 
were instrumental In starting him 
early on a commercial career. As a i 
boy on suburban acreage, there were ■ 
vegetables and honey to sell. He took , 
a commercial course in high school j - 
and in addition to carrying a news-' 
paper route in the business section of 
the city, his odd hours and vacations 
were given to learning the business 
of a large stationery, printing and 
publlsliing concern. He started as 
office hoy, later became stenographer, ; 
then cost accountant and generally 
acquainted himself witii the many de-{ 
tails pertaining to tliat liusliiess. ! 

Mr. Weller is a graduate of 'Whit-! 
worth College, majoring in foreign 
languages -Latin, Greek. German,' 
Spanish, Frencli, He was president of' 
the student body in his senior year 
His college course was interrupted 
and prolonged hy the war, when he 
enlisted and served for a year a half 
In the quartermaster corps of the ' 
army. After graduation he organized I 
a department of commerce in his | 
alma mater. He was manager of the 
book and co-op store and this fur-1 
nlshcd valuable training for his ad-1 
vanced students. During this time he 
was also private secretary to the I 
president and financial secretary of 
the college. 

The educational advantages of Cali¬ 
fornia brought Mr. Weller to the Uni¬ 
versity of California for a summer 
session. Later he became a member 
of the faculty of Heald’s Business Col¬ 
lege, San Francisco. He came to 
South San Francisco In ugust, 1922. 
Beginning next fall he will be vice- 
principal. 

Last fall the New York office of the 
L. C. Smith Typewriter Company pub¬ 
lished a national honor roll of In¬ 
structors. This contained the names | 
of some six hundred typing teachers 
In the United States whose students 
had written between 60 and 90 words 
a minute on official test mater. Mr. ] 
Weller’s name appears on this list. 

The commercial department has 
grown In the last few years and a I 
typing teacher was added last fall. The 
night school, too, is large and popular, 
with an average nightly attendance of 
twenty, warranting the services of 
both commercial teachers. The de¬ 
partment can easily accommodate 
twice the number of students begin¬ 
ning next fall. There are many young ' 
men and women about town who 
could easily increase their earning 
capacity if they were able to step in¬ 
to some of the clerical positions which 
are provided by the many industries 
at home. 

The subjects taught In the night 
school are typewriting, shorthand and 
bookkeeping, the latter being the 
“20th Century" system, based upon 
the same pedagogical procedure as 
Pace accounting and La Salle exten¬ 
sion. Any person, regardless of age, 
willing to learn, may attend. There 
are no entrance qualifications. 

The commercial department main¬ 
tains a placement bureau.
